A good deal of indignation was caused 


last year by the report of the cruel treat- 
ment of the inhabitants of the French vil- 


lage of Bazeilles by the Bavarian troops. 

This report, which obtained general circu- 
lation by means of a letter of the Duke of 
Fitz James to the London Times, stated 
that chant two thousand inhabitants of the 


| Village, men, women, and children, had 


miserably perished by the flames into 
which they had been thrust by the merci- 
ess Bavarians. Although this report was 
declared to be untrue at once by the 
Bavarians, the stigma of horrible cruelty 
was never wholly removed from them, un- 
til lately the commander of the Bavarian 
troops in the French war, General Vox 
Der Tann, the same that was defeated in 
the second battle near Orleans, instituted 
special inquiries in regard to the losses sus- 
tained by the inhabitants of the village. 
In a letter to the Augsburger Allgemeine 
Zeitung, the General states that he had 
taken the pains to obtain from the Maire 
of Bareilles, M. Betiomer, detailed 
accounts of the numbers of per- 
sons that perished on that memorable 
day. From this account of the French 
authorities it appears that the report of the 
noble Duke was a gross exaggeration, and 
that the asserted atrocities were a mere 
fabrication. The village was not set afire 
on purpose, but by bombshells fired at the 
French troops, and the total number of 
dead, wounded, or missing, of a population 
of two thousand and forty-eight; was only 
thirty-nine. Of these, two women, three 
children, and three men were either burned 
or stifled before any Germans came near 
the village, while one woman and thirty 
men were killed or wounded during the 
conflict. For humanity’s sake we are glad

The South no longer 
maintains either exceptional power or an 
exceptional system.

the one resource which made them strong. 
They are now, collectively and separately, 
weak. For them to set up a sectional 
standard is to array against themselves at 
once a power vastly superior to their own, 
and this without any purpose whatever. 
The only advantage there ever was in a 


cessity of protecting slavery. As long as 
the South could divide the North and pre- 
serve its unity it was a power, in fact the 
power, in the government of the country. 
But as soon as this constitutional means of 
dividing the North was brought face to 
face with a more potential spirit—the 
spirit of a nationality that was over- 
mastering with the Northern people—it 
fell flat upon the ground. The war effaced 
it altogether. The war destroyed slavery, 
and with the destruction of slavery it re- 
moved the element of cohesion from the 
Southern States. Ties of associaiion are 
always strong and the memory of old asso- 
ciation must warm the hearts of Southern 
men for many years. But when we come 
to consider practical affairs we at once 
see that that which is exclusively Southern 
is essentially weak, for, though it may 
attach us, it repels those whose co-opera- 
tion is indispensable to all our political en- 


terprises. We must form new alliances, 
based on the altered conditions of our life. 
Those alliances cannot 
upon by-gone issues and obsolete interests, 


and still less will they respond to sympa- | 
thies which are confined to our own |

In the first place, then, Washington 
and Lee University occupies a geographic 
position suitable every way for the pro- 
posed Memorial Upiversity. It is located 
in the State which by every title merits the 
distinction of having upon its soil the com- 
mon monument to be erected by our peo- 
ple to General Lez. While the whole 
South justly claims an undivided heritage 
of glory in his great name and fame, Vir- 
ginia is pre-eminently entitled to the larg- 
est share in the moral inheritance of both. 
He was born upon her soil. His life-long 
residence was within her limits. She has, 
and will have forever, the custody of his 
honored remains. 

he historic antecedents of Washing- 
ton and Lee University constitute a fur- 
ther recommendation of it as the founda- 
tion for such an institution. The facts in 
the early and later history of the institu- 
tion show that it has come down from the 
generations which are past, permeated by 
the spirit and imbued with the memories 
of a grand and heroic age, and that the 
honorable scars of the recent great struggle 
are upon it. This proud record fits it, ina 
peculiar manner, to be at once the sepul- 
chre and the monument of Rospert E. Lx.
